Gillette Co. Negotiating For Andover Property 


Major U.S. Manufacturer Wants 
Warehouse, Packaging Plant Here 


The Gillette Safety Razor Co, 
of Boston announced Wednesday 
that it is negotiating to acquire 
a site on Route 93 in Andover 
for the building of a warehousing, 
facility and packaging plant. 

The announcement came from S, 
Warner Pach, Gillette president, 
and was released by Philip K, 
Allen, chairman of the Andover 
Board of Selectmen, at a morn= 
ing press conference held at 
Rolling Green Motor Inn, 

Anticipated for some weeks, the 
news explains why the Board of 
Selectmen has placed an article 
in the warrant of the Aug, 21 


special Town Meeting for a $1 
million extension of water and 
sewer facilities and road im= 


provements in the Lowell J unction 
area, Gillette’s plans are contin= 
gent upon voter approval of this 
measure, 

The Boston company, manufac= 
turer of a broad line of consumer 
goods, holds option and is ne= 
gotiating for the purchase of an 
estimated 140 acres of land now 


owned by John Kay and John Cronin 
in the Lowell Junction area which 
is part of one of the town’s major 
industrial areas, 

Initial plans are for a facility 
of a half a million square feet, 
but Gillette has already said it 
would expect to double this size 
in the next few years, The com= 
pany has said, however, that this 
is a conservative figure and that 
the opening-day employment would 
likely exceed the estimate, What=- 
ever the initial employment, it 
would double when the plant is 
expanded, A figure of 2000 em-= 
ployees has been mentioned, 

Gillette will package and ware- 
house its line of men’s toiletries 
at the new facility, The Andover 
plant would not replace any present 
operation, but would represent an 
expansion of corporate facilities, 

In the statement released yes= 
terday, President Pach said, 
**Studies of a number of locations 
have been underway for some 
months, At the moment, the site 
in Andover appears to offer the

Erickson Rejects Big-School Idea 


Supt. Edward I, Erickson re= 
jected Tuesday the idea of a larg~ 
er than 24-room elementary school 
for West Andover, eliminating the 
possibility of a change in school 
department policy that could have 
cut one article from the warrant 
for the Aug, 21 special Town 
Meeting, 

Talk of building a 36 or 42 room 
school in that part of town, or 
starting a school of such pro» 
portions for later expansion was 
begun after the School Committee 
learned some weeks ago that a 
school needs committee may 
recommend a campus approach to 
future school construction when 
its final report is submitted. 

If a large school were to be 
built, on a site larger than the 
25 acres now regarded as a min= 
imum by the school department, 
the town could go ahead with con= 
struction on the Cross Street 
property previously acquired, 

Both the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board have expressed a 
preference for delaying use of this 
location if two schools are to be 
built in West Andover, It is for 
this reason that a proposal for 
acquisition of land owned by John 
M, and Elizabeth W, Forbes on 
Osgood Street is in the warrant, 
Town Hall officials are interested 


in putting off use of the Cross 
Street land if possible since con= 
struction of a school there could 
stimulate enough development to 
further complicate the school 
space problem, 

Supt, Erickson told the school 
committee this week that he feels 
the board should be consistent, that 
he still regards a 24-classroom 
school as the most desirable and 
that he thinks the town should 
plan to build an elementary school 
to relieve crowding at Central 
School instead of considering con= 
struction of more classrooms than 
it immediately needs in West 
Andover, He further stated that 
a change in policy now could de= 
lay the school since the educational 
specifications for a 24-room 
building have already been ap= 
proved by the School Building As- 
sistance Commission, The School 
Committee accepted his view and 
voted to support unanimously all 
school-related articles in the 
special warrant, One member 
pointed out that the Committee 
has said previously it will accept 
any school site in West Andover 
and it was agreed that the board 
would hold to this position, 

This ineludes support for the

well, 

The Selectmen agreed on sup= 
port of the Bancroft article Mon= 
day.

and vibration likely to result fromthe proposed removal, to the extent, 
depth and contour of the location and surrounding neighborhood from 
which such removal is proposed, to the general safety of the public 
on the public ways giving access to and in the immediate vicinity of 
such location and to the use to which such location has been put prior 
to the application for a permit, No permit granted by the Board of 
Selectmen shall be valid for a period in excess of three years from 
its date of issue, 

c, As a part of and set forth in any such permit the Board of 
Selectmen may impose such reasonable restrictions and conditions 
on the exercise of the permit as they deem to be in the public interest, 
including but not limited to the following: 

1, the duration of time during which the permit may be exercised; 

2, the extent, depth and contour of the area of removal; 

3, the grade of the slope of the banks of the area of removal; 

4, the proximity of such removal to any public way; 

5, the hours of the day during which such removal may be per~ 
mitted; 

6, the hours of the day during which vehicles may be loaded with 
soil, loam, sand and gravel and during which such loaded vehicles 
may be permitted to leave such location; 

7, the use of covers over the soil, loam, sand or gravel loaded in 
vehicles for removal from the area; 

8. the shoring and reinforcement of the banks of any excavation; and, 

9, the placement of top soil andthe replanting of the area of removal 
and screening the same from public view. 

1.2 Soil Removal Incidental to Development & Construction 

a. Where soil is to be removed in connection with the preparation 
of a subdivision, soil, loam, sand or gravel may be removed solely 
from the road areas down to grades indicated on the subdivision plan 
only after the approval of said plan by the Planning Board and 
issuance of a ‘‘utility inspection card’ by the Planning Department, 

b. Where soil is to be removed in connection with the preparation 
of a specific site for building, sand and gravel may be removed only 
after the issuance of a Building Permit by the Building Inspector, No 
loam, whatsoever, may be removed from the building site, but must 
be retained on the premises for regrading subsequent to completion 
of building, The use of covers on vehicles over the material being 
removed is mandatory. 

1.3 Miscellaneous Removal of Soil (Small Quantities)

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Editorial Comment 


Who Is To Blame? 


Who is to blame? 

Taxpayers thought they were finished for a year or two 
with having to concern themselves about the new senior 
high school when they added $700,000 to the construction 
budget in March of 1966. Now the manager and building 
committee are back with a request for more and townspeo- 
ple are asking, ‘‘Who is to blame?’’ 

Unfortunately, there is no simple answer. 

If you want to hold the school department responsible, 
you can charge that they were overly ambitious when they 
drew the educational specifications which, after all, de- 
termine the size and shape of the school. This charge 
would not hold water. Someone, somewhere in the school 
department can be tagged, however, with failure to assem- 
ble sufficient detail to document the initial equipment 
allocation. Left vulnerable, it was pirated along the way 
as emergencies arose. If you prefer to blame the Selectmen 
(or the Finance Committee) you can accuse them of being 
shortsighted, for there was certainly nothing prudent about 
their arbitrary decision to insist that the school building 
committee find some way to trim $200,000 from the initial 
$4.4 million proposal before taking it to Town Meeting. 
Paper economies were made, but the specifications re- 


mained unchanged. 

Or you can blame Town Meeting for the capricious way 
in which it lopped another $300,000 from the budget with 
a vote aimed at delaying construction of an auditorium. 
This action forced complete redesign of the building, for 
abandoned with the auditorium were a number of teaching 
stations which had to be relocated somewhere. 

You can blame Washington, the war, inflation - whatever 
or whomever you please for the fact that construction bids 
came in some $850,000 higher than anticipated . . . or you 
can back track and blame the architects for sloppy esti- 
mating. They, after all, are the only ones involved that 
can claim professional background in school construction. 

If you choose to blame the manager and the building 
committee, you can criticize them for being deluded into 
thinking they could cut enough here and there to eliminate 
the need for all of the bid-estimate differential. You can 
blame them too for tucking into this latest request some 
items which were eliminated in earlier efforts to trim the 
budget. 

And on and on. 

As of this moment, one fact is inescapable: the town 
fell short twice of appropriating enough money to build the 
school requested in the educational specifications. 

Now, it is time again for decisions, the first of which 
must be made by the Finance Committee. Should the 
watchdogs be of a mind to pare the $300,000 request prior 
to the August 21 special Town Meeting, one word of 
warning. 

There has to be money in the final budget for $50,000 
worth of library books and another $200,000 or so for 
equipment directly related to the academic program. If 
there are to be cuts, they must come from somewhere else. 


A Time For Maturity 


The perpetual exchange of letters between the School 
Department and Town Hall has become ludicrous. 

Routine matters that could be discussed and-or clarified 
by telephone are almost as a matter of course translated 
into frosty formal letters that do nothing to lessen the age- 
old friction between Town Hall and school officials. 

Then there are the verbal digs. The Selectmen and the 
manager are accused and accused of being indifferent to 
the crying need for school sites, school buildings etc. etc. 
Meanwhile, from the other side of the fence, it is charged 
that Schoo! Committeemen show a reckless lack of concern 
for the needs of the larger community. 

Most of it is political noisemaking, a useless exercise 
that wastes human resources. It reflects, nonetheless an 
underlying disharmony that is retarding progress. 

Many times - even before the manager and selectmen 
were voted responsibility for some traditional school func- 
tions - there has been good cause for pique on both fronts. 
This cannot be denied. 

But Andover is city-size and the problems she must 
cope with are of city-size dimension. Of necessity, her 
leadership must wipe the slate clean, submerge personal 
and political animosities and acquire at least enough un- 
derstanding of separate departmental attitudes to make 
full cooperation possible, 

The townspeople have a right to expect such maturity,

Weird Summer Affects Robins 


By Wayne Hanley 


If you suspect that the robins 
on your lawn are not faring so well 
this weird summer, you probably 
are correct, 

At least the only set of robins 
in New England that have been 
under scientific scrutiny for 
several seasons are not doing so 
well this year, These robins live 
in West Newton, Mass, While West 
Newton may not be comparable to 
Ellsworth, Maine, nor to Kings- 
town, R, I., it is probable that the 
robins in all three locations suffer 
from a similar weather pattern, 

In a normal spring andsummer, 
the twelve pairs of robins that Mrs, 
Deborah Howard has been following, 
would have produced 20 to 24 young, 
robins, all now free of the nest and 
hunting earthworms on their own, 

This season, however, these 
birds have fledged exactly ten 
robins and Mrs, Howard is not 
certain about the fate of four of 
them, In Industrial terms, the 
gross product this season has been 
out at least in half, 

Of the 12 pairs of robins, only 
three have been lucky enough to 
bring their eggs to the hatching 


point, Nine pairs, so far, have 
failed to produce a single young 
bird, 

Even the non-productive birds 
cannot be accused of not trying, 
Mrs. Howard found that one robin 
female that she has watched closely 
has laid 13 eggs since early spring, 
without producing any young, The 
bird has built four nests, laid 
clutches, and had the misfortune 
to have three nests destroyed, 

The heroic effort of laying thir- 
teen eggs cannot be appreciated 
unless one knows the weight rela~ 
tionship between a robin and her 
egg. The female robin weighs from 
75 to 80 grams and each egg she 
lays averages seven grams, Thus, 
this one bird has laid more than 
her own weight in eggs. 

Robins were running about three 
weeks behind schedule most of the 
season, The chill, damp spring 
seems to have dampened their 
usual ardor. 

“Many of the robins seemed 
incapable of building a nest effi- 
ciently,’ Mrs. Howard observed, 
“Ordinarily, a robin can build a 
nest in three days, I saw one robin 
spend eight days working half- 
heartedly with nesting material,

ment to the United States, where

Murky Issue 


Water 


The municipal water department 
is on the defensive these days. 

Usually in a position to brag 
about the quality of the product 
they deliver to customers, Supt, 
Donald C, Bassett and his em- 
ployees are instead fending off 
a barrage of criticism from resi= 
dents in scattered neighborhoods 
who want to know why the water 
coming from their taps is smelly 
and/or rusty and/or muddy and/or 
floating specks of black silt. 

Bassett has some of the answers, 
and he is assiduously seeking the 
others, Meanwhile the pressure 
builds, 

Monday night Selectman Sidney 
P, White told Manager Richard 
Bowen that he has had calls from 
irate housewives, one of whom 
complained that she had to take 
her family wash to a Lawrence 
laundromat in order to get it 
clean for a vacation trip, Another, 
he said, reported that the rust 
had eaten into her bathroom fix= 
tures and that there might be no 
cure for the stains short of re= 
placing the equipment, The Select= 
man also complained that he had 
had a problem with ‘‘black’’ water 
at his Ballardvale dairy. 

White suggested that if the town 
hasn’t the answer, it should ‘‘stop 
at nothing = even to bringing in 
experts,”” 

Reporting that the water de= 
partment has done everything it 
knows how to do, Manager Bowen 
said that Bassett would likely put 
a skin diver into Haggett’s Pond 
this week to see if there is some 
collection of debris around the 
intake which could account for the 
black water problem on River 
Road, If there is, dredging could 
prove necessary, he said, 

Later in the week, Bowen said 
that consulting engineers Camp, 
Dresser & McKee were already 
on the job trying to help with 
solutions, 

In addition, street sweepers are 
being instructed to use specific 
hydrants to supply their equip= 
ment which will prevent their 
drawing off water in sections where 
it could create problems, 

And the water department will 
speed up and complete flushing 
of every hydrant, the manager said, 
Flushing Lines 

When the first reports of dirty 
water were received some weeks 
ago, it was explained that transe 
mission lines in the system were 
being flushed for the first time in
